Clayton Kleparchuk, a first year 
science student, says future em- 
ployment prospects were his main 
determining factor in choosing a 
program. 

“If you just have your high 
school diploma, you're probably 
going to get nothing. A bachelor of 
science is-at least a step closer to 
something.” 

Mona ~ Hued- 
epohl, an arts stu- 
dent who plans to 
transfer to educa- 
tion next year, has 
a more pragmatic 
approach to the 
future: “It's all 
about who you 
know.”

“I was not in school this past 
winter and had I come into a well- 
paying job, I probably would have 
taken that and gone through with 
it,” admitted Kulba. 

“But I'd rather follow through on 
something I enjoy doing and that 
I'm good at and hopefully have a 
professional career at the end of it 
rather than settle for something 
that’s not really satisfying.” 

And that promise of something 
better is what keeps thousands of 
students coming back year after

The professional choir’s season- 
opening performance, Friday, 
Sept. 27 at All Saints Anglican 
Church, is entitled In Celebration 
of Austria's Millennium 
man says the concert will show 
the evolution of choir music in 
Vienna, noting Haydn and 
Schubert were both members of 
the Vienna Boys Choir 

“Austria had strong ties to its 
neighbor countries, like the Slavs 
and the Hungarians and Germans

ven at 9:30 in the morning, it’s 

fairly evident why Gordie John- 
son has been called the best-dressed 
man in rock. Wearing his trademark 
suit and tie, hair neatly slicked back, 
he makes me feel conspicuously out 
of place in the Hilton restaurant with 
my jeans and wind-ruffled mane. 

Finishing a breakfast of porridge 
and strawberries, Johnson talks 
about his band’s latest album. 
Singet/guitarist/songwriter for Big 
Sugar, Johnson produced Hemi- 
vision without the help of Peter 
Prilesnik, who co-produced the 
band’s last two releases. 

“Pete and I don’t see eye to eye 
on a lot of issues. I was glad to get 
full control of everything.” 

Maybe this desire for control 
explains his recent purchase of a 
radar detector for his 1970 Dodge 
Charger. He keeps the car in his 
old home of Medicine Hat, prefer- 
ring not to drive it in Toronto traf- 
fic. 

“It’s amazing how short the 
drive from Medicine Hat to Saska- 
toon is now,” he quipped. 

Control behind the wheel also 
has a lot to do with the new 
album's title. A “hemi” — short for 
hemispherical — is a type of 
engine used in large '70’s sports 
cars like Barracudas or Johnson's 
own Charger. 

“I wanted the album to sound 
like a 426 Hemi idling at a stop 
light waiting for the light to 
change,” he said. “Because I know 
what that sounds like.” 

Johnson’s solo production 
duties weren't the only change for 
the new album. The venue also 
changed; 500 Pounds and Dear 
M.F., Big Sugar’s last two discs,

were both recorded at Presence 
Sound in Toronto, while Hemivi- 
sion was cut at Phase One Studios, 
also in Toronto. 

“When you have $4,000 to make 
an album and a week to do it in, 
you just have to record at Pres- 
ence. I don’t want to slag Presence 
but the roof was caving in, it’s 
infested with termites, ants and 
fleas, equipment was breaking 
down ... this time around I just 
wanted a studio that worked.” 

And despite a move to a major 
label, Big Sugar didn’t receive 
unwelcome interference from the 
record company. For the most 
part, all A&M did was drift by in 
the evening to take advantage of 
what Johnson called the band’s 
excellent catering. 

With Hemivision, Johnson is 
confident Big Sugar’s lineup has 
solidified: Kelly Hoppe on harp 
and sax, Kingston, Jamaica’s Gary 
Lowe on bass and Paul Brennan 
pounding out the explosive back 
beats. All played on the new CD 
and will be full-time band mem- 
bers. 

Influences on Hemivision in- 


clude reggae, ska and the obvious 
blues. The first single Diggin’ A 
Hole is an octane-injected rocker 
for which a video was shot in 
Mexico City. The third song, If J 
Had My Way, dripping with John- 
son’s gritty, overdriven slide, has a 
Pink Floyd-like break showing his 
love for Sid Barrett. 

Two other standouts include 
Opem Up Baby (sic), about which 
Johnson asks “Have you ever been 
locked out?” and Tobacco Hand, 
which is slang for the back of the 
hand. 

Fans who have seen Big Sugar 
live are already familiar with John- 
son’s gratuitous use of volume. 
They may also be familiar with the 
fact blues traditionalists don’t nec- 
essarily appreciate the work he’s 
done. 

He offers the same comment on 
both accounts: his hearing hasn't 
suffered from the volume and he 
hasn’t heard any complaints about 
the blues. 

“I hear what I want to hear.” 

If it sounds like a Hemi revving 
at a stoplight, Gordie Johnson a 
definitely hear.

unior Brown's history. We’re not

ium Monday, Sept. 16 with The 
Mavericks, has just released his 
fourth CD, Semi-Crazy. The 
recording contains more than a 
few hints as to why the Smithson- 
ian might take a keen interest in 
him. Repeatedly, he shows he 
understands the idioms of country 
music inside and out, backwards 
and forwards. 

But calling Brown just a country 
guitarist is akin to referring to Jimi 
Hendrix as just a rock 'n’ roll play- 
er. His song-writing, always res- 
pectfully tongue-in-cheek, flows 
from honky-tonk to rock-a-billy to 
cowboy ballads. He demonstrates 
a blistering guitar style on I Hung 
It Up and finishes the album with 
a rollicking surf medley of 
Pipeline, Walk Don’t Run and 
Secret Agent Man._ 

Brown isn’t worried his wild 











instruments equally). Those impu- 
rities seem only to endear Brown 
to both critics and the public. 

In the last year, he’s been nomi- 
nated for a Grammy (for his sec- 
ond album, Junior High) and an 
Academy of Country Music Award. 
He had two No. 1 hits on the Nash- 
ville Network and he’s appeared 
on everything from David Letter- 
man to Saturday Night Live. 

The son of a doctorate holder in 
musicology, Brown himself is a 
high school dropout.

t seems a straightforward concept, 

really. Release a full-length pop 
album, then tour the world playing 
songs from that album to encourage 
people to buy and listen to it. 

Apparently that concept hadn't 
been fully grasped by Def Leppard 
when planning their play list for 
Saturday night’s Coliseum show. 
The band that once ruled 1980s 
arena rock practically ignored the 
fact they just released Slang, their 
seventh full-length original album. 
Instead, they handed out repeated 
shots of nostalgia, a set of 95-per- 
cent old material. 

“You may have heard we’ve 
released a new album called Slang 
and we'd like to play something 
from that for you,” lead singer Joe 
Elliott informed the crowd exactly 


five songs into the set. Gee, thanks 
Joe. If you hadn't told us, we might 
not have known you had a new 
album. 

Is Def Leppard touring to pro- 
mote Slang or just plugging their 
greatest-hits collection? I’m still 
not sure. 

After a decent grunge-driven 
performance by Dallas-based 
openers Tripping Daisy (an inter- 
esting match to the headliners, to 
be sure) Def Leppard hit the stage 
with a bang, screaming into Rock 
‘til you Drop a millisecond after 
the crowd finished stomping 
enthusiastically to We Will Rock 
You. Heads were banging and 
clenched fists were waving as 
soon as the instantly familiar, pure 
heavy metal tune opened. It was 
performed perfectly and it led into 
several more of the old hits that 
built the band. 

The whole night, there were 
only three songs off the new 
album: first single Work it Out, 
Slang, which had the crowd jump- 
ing, and the soft and slightly dark 
All I Want Is Everything. 

I pretty much guessed the rest of

hat the hell was that? From 

the moment lead singer

hen audiences check out 

Ghosts, the Citadel Theatre’s 
season opener at the Shoctor Stage 
Saturday, they'll hope to find new 
breath in an old classic. What they'll 
get is a breezy Norwegian drama 
fine-tuned for Canadian ears. 

Henrik Ibsen’s haunting play — 
about a son’s torment, a father’s 
sins and a mother’s duty “not-to- 
tell” — has been translated for the 
Citadel’s production by Canadian 
John Lingards. 

“(Ibsen) really only lives when 
given a spoken voice; here he’s 
given a Canadian voice .. . which I 
think is much closer to Norwegian 
sensibility than an American or a 
British one,” surmised Duncan 
McIntosh, beginning his second 
season as the Citadel Theatre's 
artistic director. “We know some- 
thing about isolation, something 
about cultural domination, some- 
thing about the cold.” 

In Ibsen's time, a dominant writ- 
ten culture objected to Ibsen’s use 
of the vernacular. Many academic 
translations of Ghosts (1881) 
obscured the naturalistic brilliance 
of his dialogue. 

Lingards’ translation, which 
sprang from an earlier collabora- 
tion with McIntosh (Peer Gynt at 
the 1989 Shaw Festival), has been 
performed at the Stratford Festi- 
val, the Banff Centre and the Van- 
couver Playhouse. Lingards’ ver- 


sion will be faithful to both mod- 
ern English and to Ibsen’s tight 
dramatic structure, a mode! in its 
economy according to McIntosh. 

“So lean, so fast; it’s the basis 
from which all modern drama is 
written. (And) 110 years later, it's 
still the basis from which all mod- 
em cinema emerges. There's not a 
script on a producer’s desk today 
that cannot reference itself to 
Ghosts.” 

Ibsen’s three-act “domestic 
drama” forms part of a group of 
plays (Hedda Gabler, A Doil’s 
House ) that frankly characterize 
the situation of women in mar- 
riage. In Ghosts, which once caus- 
ed the loudest uproar of them all, a 
mother (Mrs. Alving) withholds 
the truth about her dead husband 
in order to protect her son (Os- 
vald); she then discovers this 
secrecy threatens her son’s life. 
Mrs. Alving is torn between “self- 
awareness and independent think- 
ing versus duty and faith” and, as 
McIntosh said, “the audience must 
decide what’s the winner in the 
end”. 

Today’s culture inverts the 
mantras of Ibsen’s time. “One hun- 
dred years later, we've come full- 
circle,” said McIntosh. “Back then, 
alternative-thinking people were 
rational. Now rational is main- 
stream and the alternative is faith.” 

What doesn’t change is Ibsen’s 
“ruthless honesty in his observa- 
tion of people and his ability to 
structure that honesty in a play.” 

The Citadel’s production of 
Ghosts also marks an important 
collaboration between McIntosh 
and Vancouver Playhouse artistic 
director Susan Cox, who plays 
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Citadel artistic director Duncan Mcintosh begins his second season at the theatre with a 
Canadian adaption of the Henry Ibsen classic, Ghosts.

For McIntosh, “honesty” was 
something he learned the day he 
walked into a university theatre 
class when he was just 15.

to Stephen Brunt, author of 
Diamond Dreams, the unautho- 
rized biography of the Toronto 
Blue Jays baseball franchise and, 
surprisingly, you won’t get an 
argument. Though his book is at 
times frustratingly objective, 
Brunt, in Edmonton this past week 
to push his new book, is candid 
when talking about sports, sports 
teams and their metaphysical 


“I don’t think sports means any- 
thing. I think it’s absolutely empty, 
yet it allows people an excuse to 
be a community. It allows you to 
say ‘I'm from this place and these 
people are from this place and we 
feel good about it and we want to 
show the world.” 

Appropriately, Diamond 
Dreams is primarily about the peo- 
ple off the field who have made 
the differences in the life of the 
Blue Jays. Among them are Labatt 
president Don McDougall, baseball 
brain Pat Gillick, and Peter Bavasi, 
the always colorful original presi- 
dent of the team. 

The names should sound famil- 
iar to any Blue Jays’ fan. The Globe 
and Mail sports columnist paints

such a vivid picture of all the char- 
acters in this soap opera that even 
those who think a shortstop is a 
quick washroom break will get a 
feel for what the Toronto Blue 
Jays are, and were, all about. 

Brunt follows the Jays on the 20- 
year journey that brought them 
from an expansion dream at liter- 
ally the worst ballpark in the 
major leagues — Exhibition Stad- 
ium — to the elaborate and poorly- 
financed SkyDome and Toronto’s 
World Series wins in 1992 and ’93. 

Brunt puts together a fine chron- 
icle, accurately illustrating that the 
Blue Jays, baseball and, indeed, 
sports in general have all gone 


through more than a few changes 
in the last 20 years. 

Not all of them for the better. 

“(The owners) lost some big 
labor battles. They used to be able 
to control their players like cows. 
It became more like other busi- 
nesses which, in the end, led to the 
strike of 1994 which really rocked 
the whole foundation of the busi- 
ness and the sport and from which 
it hasn’t recovered. 

“It came to a point where the 
owners tried to take back the 
game and make it the way it used 
to be. You can’t do that. They forc- 
ed the strike and, in the end, every- 
body lost.” 


; 


Brunt is, of course, referring to 
the cancelled World Series of 1994, 
coming after the Blue Jays’ second 
World Series win and marking the 
first time a professional sport has 
ever lost a championship event. In 
many ways, the strike may have 
sealed the fate of baseball and, in 
turn, that of its various brothers in 
the pro sports community. 

Although baseball, with an 81 
home-game season is somewhat 
immune to the rising prices of tick- 
ets, there’s no question sports fans 
have become frustrated with the 
generally ludicrous financing of 
pro-sports activities. 

“I suspect we're nearing the end 
of a cycle with professional sports 
in general. With baseball we're 
already seeing some restructuring. 
We've gone through a phase where 
professional sports has gotten very 
big on all levels. There’s still a 
huge interest and there’s still a 
huge amount of money to be 
made, but I do think we're a little 
past peak.” 

If the so-called “peak” has been 
passed, the question must be 
addressed by even the most dedi- 
cated sports aficionado: Can pro 
sports endure? Brunt’s answer, 
like his book, is somewhat neutral. 
“Television is really a measure of 
how important something is. The 
live experience is part of it, but it’s 
only a part of it. The arena experi- 
ences are a backdrop for the TV 
show. I don’t know if the sky’s the

Poor acting no 
cure for Feeling 
Minnesota 





eeling Minnesota (Alliance 

Films) starring Keanu Reeves, 
Vincent D'Onofrio and Cameron 
Diaz. Directed by Steven Baigel- 
man. 

This might be an obvious ques- 
tion, but what is it about the Unit- 
ed States that makes current film- 
makers want to celebrate the cul- 
ture of idiocy? In the last year 
alone, studios have released Dumb 
and Dumber, The Stupids, The 
Fan and now this, Feeling Minne- 
sota. 

Fledgling writer-director Baigel- 
man has created a film as vacant 
as Minnesota's wide open spaces, 
as vacant as... well, Keanu 
Reeves, the blank-eyed star of this 
would-be cult movie. 

Baigelman, a drop-out from 
Toronto's York University, has 
tried to create a hip, funny film in 
the manner of the Coen Brothers’ 
Blood Simple or Fargo. Instead, 
Feeling Minnesota is tedious, not 
hilarious, with twists and turns 
about as bendy as those on High- 
way 2 between Edmonton and Cal- 


Feeling Minnesota (the name 
comes from a Soundgarden song: 
“I'm looking California and feeling 
Minnesota”) presents a case of sib- 
ling rivalry gone to absurd extrem- 
es. 

Jjaks (that’s really the name 
they give Reeves) and his brother 
Sam (D'Onofrio) have hated each 
other since they were small kids. 
Neither of them have turned into 
exemplary role models as adults 
either. Jjaks, fresh out of jail, re- 
turns home for Sam’s wedding to 
Freddie (Diaz). But it’s hardly a 
happy occasion. 

Freddie is being forced to marry 
Sam because she may or may not 
have ripped off the owner of Red’s, 
the sleazy club Sam manages, for 
$10,000. Because Sam “found” the

money on the books, Red has 
arranged the marriage. “I’m his 
reward; he’s my punishment,” 
Freddie tells Jjaks. 

You can pretty much see where 
this is going. At the wedding, 
Freddie grabs Jjaks and they do 
the dirty deed in the washroom. 
Then Jjaks and Freddie take off 
together. Next, Freddie sends 
Jjaks back to try and rip off his 
brother and, of course, he gets 
caught and they get in a huge fight. 
Jjaks escapes. Sam follows and 
murder, mayhem and double- 
crosses ensue. 

This sounds more entertaining 
than it really is. For instance, the 
brothers spend at least an hour of 
the film tussling and the continuity 
is so bad that after part of Reeves’ 
ear is bitten off early on, it magi- 
cally reappears whole later on. 

The film isn’t a smart career 
move for any of its actors. D'Ono- 
frio, a bit player in movies like Ed 
Wood and The Player, shamelessly 
mugs and grimaces in his role as a 
big Galoot. Diaz is not as boda- 
cious as she was in The Mask, 
instead opting for a more blowsy 
presence here. And Reeves? 
Others have insulted his acting 
ability enough. We will not add 
injury here. 

The hard-boiled triangle isn’t 
exactly a new formula in film — 
The Grifters and anything by 
James Cain immediately come to

mind — but the cast of Feeling 
Minnesota doesn't have the kind 
of chemistry needed to pull it off. 
And where Cain’s characters tend 
toward sly, Feeling Minnesota's 
are just dim. Freddie's dream is to 
be a Las Vegas showgirl; Sam’s 
embezzling money so he can own 
a suburban dream home, and 
Jjaks’ lights are out, but it’s hard to 
tell if Reeves is acting or not. It 
strains credulity to believe such a 
collection of losers could exist. 

The real star of Feeling Minne- 
sota is the state and it’s not seen 
nearly enough. A few establishing 
shots show off the gritty smoke- 
stack industry of the area and 
some scenes along the way offer 
panoramas of endless bush. But 
Baigelman skimped on the budget 
and most of the action ends up 
around a cheap (in several senses) 
motel. 

Believe it or not, this pointless 
film is supposed to make a point: 
life is pointless. “Time is like an 
orange,” Freddie tells Jjaks. “It 
repeats itself and everything that 
happens, happens for a reason.” Or 
maybe not. 

The industrial setting, the 
cameos from Courtney Love, 
Tuesday Weld and Levon Helm 
and the two-bit philosophy scream 
slacker. But the wretched writing, 
dismal directing and sheer stupidi- 
ty just say bomb.

nstitute Benjamenta (Zeitgeist 

Films) starring Mark Rylance 
and Alice Krige. Directed by the 
Brothers Quay. 

You know what it’s like when a 
dream leaves you feeling all creep- 
ed-out, even though nothing partic- 
ularly scary happened? How about 
the feeling you get after having 
watched a film by the Brothers 
Quay? Either way, it’s the same 
thing. 

For the uninitiated, the Brothers 
Quay (don’t call 'em the Quay 
Brothers!) are a couple of identical 
twin British film-makers originally 
from the Philadelphia area. They 
are best-known for their disturbing 
and surrealistic animated shorts, 
featuring three-dimensional pup- 
pets as opposed to flat cartoons. 
The puppets move through dingy, 
cobwebbed worlds full of objects 
like dolls’ heads, watch springs 
and scraps of cloth. 

A couple of their more widely- 
shown films are Street of Crocodil- 
es and the video for the song Are 
We Still Married? by His Name is 
Alive. (They also, in a less typical 
style, did Peter Gabriel's Sledge- 
hammer.) There are many other 
music videos copying their distinc- 
tive quality. 

Until last year, it was their ani- 
mation that was responsible for 
almost all their acclaim. Now, 
however, Institute Benjamenta is 
making the rounds of North Ameri- 
can art houses. It is their first live- 
action feature. The story is drawn 
from the novella Jakob Von Gun- 
ten, by Swiss author Robert 
Walser. 

The main character, Jakob 
(Rylance, Prospero’s Books, Angels 
and Insects), is a shy, youngish 
man who enrolls at Benjamenta. 
The sole purpose of the institute is 
the training of prospective ser-

vants and its sole lesson is one of 
monotonous subjugation. 

During his stay, Jakob becomes 
involved in the lives of the brother 
and sister who run the place, Herr 
and Fraulein Benjamenta. Frau- 
lein, or Lisa (Krige, Chariots of 
Fire), seems to be of particular 
interest. 

What this film is really about, 
however, is atmosphere. The insti- 
tute exudes neglect, oppression 
and forbidding mystery. It does so 
thanks partly to some pretty 
strange sets, including hallways 
with tiny doors that one has to lit- 
erally crawl into, and an abun- 
dance of items such as stag antlers 
and faded, cryptic plaques. The 
atmosphere also owes much to the 
cinematography. Shot in misty, 
murky black and white, Institute 
Benjamenta looks exactly like the 
Brothers’ animated films. 

There are even a few quick ani- 
mated scenes, although they're not 
what one might expect; instead of 
little people scampering around, 
what we more often see are simple 
camera moves across inanimate 
objects. It might seem pointless to 
animate such shots, but the result- 
ing “look” contributes greatly to 
the overall aura of preternatural- 
ness. 

Despite the fact, or perhaps 
because it’s a landmark art film, 
Institute Benjamenta is definitely 
not entertaining. It moves about as 
fast as a tree sloth on a coffee 
break, the story isn’t particularly 
easy to follow and every single 
character is morose. But then 
again, you shouldn’t be choosing 
between this one and, say, 
Independence Day. This is a pure 
distillation of unsettling dreami- 
ness. If you're curious as to what 
that might look like, then that’s 
why you should see it.

That's where James 
Walker draws the line in his made- 
to-pleasure custom-video compa- 
ny Premier Productions: lace and 
lingerie videos and photo-sets for 
the true connoisseur. 

Nothing illegal either, no kids, 
animals or hard-core stuff. 
There are no men in Walker's 
videos (except one guy cross- 
dressing for his girlfriend), and 
he won't tape (I swear there is a 
tinge of embarrassment in his 
voice) you know, uh, oral sex 
between women. 

The 40-something former 
Canadian Airlines pilot doesn’t 
sound like someone who spends 
his days videotaping women in 
their underwear and distributing 
videos with titles like Panties, 
Panties, Panties and Curlers in 
My Pussy Hair. Over the phone 
from his home in Belleville, ON, 
Walker sounds downright, well, 
homey; a bit like Mr. Rogers, 
only not as sleazy. 

Premier is even a nice family 
business. Walker started it when 
his brother, running a similar biz 
in California, couldn’t handle his 
Canadian orders. When the air- 
line downsized Walker into 
early retirement, his private 
business took off. 

Premier's latest catalogue fea- 
tures 65 video titles and 35 still 
photo-sets. It’s not as big as 
triple XXX, that hard-core stuff 
which 80-90 per cent of guys 
still want, but there’s a niche for 
lace and lingerie, he tells me. 
Tan pantyhose is popular I 
notice, flipping through the cata- 
logue. “Yeah, and taupe,” Walker 
laughed. But slips are the real 
big seller, he tells me. “I do slip 
videos for a customer in Detroit 
constantly. He sends the slips, 
which are like size 48 so you 
know the guy wears them him- 
self, and I tape women trying 
them on and rubbing them over 
their bodies. I send the slips 
back with the tape. He pays 300 
bucks for a 30-minute video.”

Walker laughed (he laughs a 
lot). “I don’t question anything.

They're not 
interested in nudity, either. “The 
first smoking video I shot of a 
girl playing with herself while 
she smoked was my worst sell- 
er.

Walker relies solely on cus- 
tomer suggestions for scenarios.

$30. The price of the original 
varies, depending on props, con- 
tent, or the going rate on horse 
manure.

“I have no moral qualms 
about it,” he said, though he 
admits his wife is a little put off.

“She does 
enjoys the nice vehicles and fly- 
ing first class wherever she 
goes. But she thinks what I do is 
degrading to women. I tell her 
women get used for advertising 
all the time.

Do you think it’s degrading?

Walker insists the women in his 
videos (they're from modelling 
agencies) know the job involves 
nudity and have final say over 
what they will and won't do.
